In Crittenden county, Arkansas, not man 
miles from Memphis, lives a loyal man name 
Tate Calloway. He is loval in a truly partisan 
sense, and at the last election voted the 
Radical ticket. Last Friday, the 15th inst., 
are negro militiamen and a fifteen- year-old 

ro boy went to the house of this Calloway 
on at once arrested him. After placing the 
boy over him asa guare, they seized his wife 
and her sister and violated their persons in 
the house before his eyes. There was in the 
bousc at the time a small boy named Jim 
McGchee, but he was intimidated Into silence 
by thé pistols and threats of the negroes. 
Having satiated their beastly lusts, they 
stripped and dressed themselves.in Mr. ’ Callo- 
way sclothes. They then asked Mrs. Calloway 
fora bymn book. She told them that they 
could take what they pleased, but she wonld 
give them nothin They replied with brutal 
jeers and oatlis tbat they intended to sing a 
bymn over her dead body, and were about to 
perpetrate further violence when some white 
militia came along and released Mr. CalloWay, 
ai the same time giving him a gun and tellin 
him to ayenge himself upon the desiroyers of 
his wife’s purity. But to the disgrace of man- 
kind, and Calloway in particular, he stood 
tamely by and made no effort slay the 
brutes, who grinned at him, wearing his own 
clothes. 

The white militia then arrested the negroes 
and tcok them off toward Marion. Calloway is 
condemned and denounced by all his neigh- 
bors for not seizing the weapons of the negro 
Loy guerding him in the first piace, and pre- 
venting the awful erimes committed on his 
household. He ie # Radical of the extremest 
type, it Is said, but we cannot find in that fact 
palliation for the deeds of the ravishers, or en- 
tertain any less sympathy and griec f over their 
ruined peace and happiness. 

Four other rapes have been coummitted npon 
white women near Marion within a few days. 
The full particulars have not reached us, but 
we have eee assurances from persons 
who know tbat these out — heen 
committed, and that the fiendiug perpetrators

The Ohio Falls Canal. 

The action of the Senate Committee on 
Commerce in striking out that part of the 
appropriation in the Western rivet im- 
provement bi which was to be devoted to 
the enlargement of the canal around the 
falls of the Ohio exhibits either a reckless 
disregard of the interests of a large portion 
of the people of the country or gross ig- 
norance of those interests. These fails are 
the key to a system of navigation embrac- 
ing the Ohio, Mississippi, Missouri, Illinois, 
Cumberland, and Tennessee rivers, with a 
number of tributaries, permeating thou- 
sands of miles of the most productive part 
of the nation, and constituting the greatest 
means of carrying for ten great States. But 
the interests of the people at large seem 
to cut but a sorry figure in the legisla- 
tion of Congress, the principal part of 
which.is mapped out by corporations and 
“rings,” and the secret of this hostile legis- 
lation may probably be found in the fact, 
that, by withholding the sid necessary to 
place the falls in good navigable condition, 
& monopoly ot the freight business may be 
secured to certain great railroad lines, 
which in turn can bring a powerful in- 
fluence to bear in the election of friendly 
Congressmen, or in some other way con- 
wibute to their emolument. The 
work is one for which as great a 
public necessity exists as for any other 
measure before Congress, and in its com- 
pletion lies the only hope of opposition to 
powerful railroad monopolies. 


One Among the President’ 


President recently sent to the Senate for 
its rejection, suggests, in a peculiar man- 
ner,the want of tact which has distin- 


guished the career of Mr. Andrew John; 
son from first to last. 


The suggestion is the more striking be- 
cause of its contrast with the rule which 
guided Mr. Lincoln under less urgent de- 
mands upon his gratitude and. good sense. 

Mr. Savage is an Irish writer—one of 
the "48 men—whose personal claim upon 
Mr. Johnson consists in a most admirable 
biography, written and published three 
yearsago. That he should have been neg- 
lected so long is not merely an instance of 
carelessness on the part of Mr. Johnson, 
but also of obtuseness; for the pen of 4 
man like Savage could have been made 
serviceable in a thousand ways if it had 
been enlisted in the interest of the Presi- 
dent by some strong obligation, such as 
executive favor or courtesy. 

Mr. Lincoln (originally put up to it by 
Mr. Seward, perhaps,) understood this per- 
1ectly. Two-thirds ot his best places were 
given to professional writers. The result 
wasand is that just so many powerful 
weapons were arrayed in his defense while 
living, and are engaged in his panegyric 
now that he mw, dead. 

Mr. Johnson has pursued just the re- 
verse of this politic course. He has tried 
to conciliate no one, and has particularly 
failed to conciliate any one of the most 
powerful and infinential body of men on 
the continent who had the least capacity 
or willingness to sustain nim. He has 
driven from him the corrupt, and alien- 
ated those who were not corrupt down to 
the point of merely supporting on prin- 
ciple, and not with the warmth of per- 
sonal] feeling, his many admirable official 
efforts in behalf of peace andlaw. He ict 
Forney slip through his fingers when he 
might have secured him without the least 
corruption, end he has permitted a hun 
dred better opportunities to go by unim 
proved. j 

The case of Savage is only very striking be- 
cause Savage, who is really as able as he is 
an earnest and indefatigable man, had a 
direct personal claim on Johnson and 
needed Johnson’s a&sistance. Johnson 
could have given it without going out of 
his way, and in perfect accordance with the 
interest of the public service. But he did 
not. He suffered three years to fo by, and, 
just as he is going out of office, sends ia 
Savage as Consul for Leeds, a place he is 
singularly disqualified to fill, and which 


course owes the President no thanks. He

No Etate in the Union has responded 
more prompt}y to the calls made in behalf 
of the lunatic, the blind, the deaf and 
dumb, tham our cwn. No demand has 
been made for the unfortunate of all classes 
that has not been met by the bounty of 
the State with that generosity which is 
characteristic of our people. Yet we vén- 
ture the assertion, that,in proportion to 
the magnitude of the annual donations be- 
stowcé upon the charitable institutions of 
the State, less care has been taken by Ken- 
tucky to see that the classes for whose ben- 
efit these large bounties are given are really 
the recipients of the sums appropriated 
than by any other State. 

Heretofore our legislators have been 
content to vote the sums asked for, and 
seemingly to take it for granted that the 
money thus given was, or would be, in 
gved faith, applied to the uses for which 
it was designed. It has been assumed that 
those intrusted with tne tousands and 
hundreds of thousands of dollars intended 
for the amelioration of the unfortunate 
classes, would, as a matter of course, apply 
the funds to their benefit and not other- 
wise. 

It is true that annually or bi-annually as 
new appropriations of money become nec- 
eesary, in order to give some semblance of 
watchfulness after the interests of the in- 
mates of our benevolent institutions, the 
presiding officers of the Senate and House 
appoint committees to visit the various 
asylums of the State and report touching 
their condition and wants. But every man 
of common observation in regard to the 
action of these committees, understands 
that, as to the actual condition of the 
several institutions throughout the year, 
the actual application, in gross or in 
detall, of the moneys bestowed, and the 
actua) benefits accruing to the classes in- 
tendcd to be benefited—it is utterly im- 
porsible that such committees, however 
intelligent, can be thoroughly informed. 

They are selected generally as a matter 
of favor to give the members an opportu- 
nity of visiting home, or of taking some 
recreation. The parties interested im hay- 
ing & favorable report not unusually indi- 
cate who are to compose the committees. 
They are apprised when they are coming— 
are prepared for that advent—welcome 
them with a sumptuous repast and rich 
wines, paid fer out of the money in- 
tended as a charity for the unfortunates 
in their charge; a jollification ensues, and, 
in the midst of it, the cut-and-dried report, 
approving of everything and asking for more 
money, is submitted and adopted without 
a dissenting voice. 

Thus, not unfrequently, in the good feel- 
ing engendered by wine, whisky, and oys- 
ters, peculations of contractors, petty 
speculations of managers and others con- 
cerned in the disbursement of money, fat 


prices and extravagant outlays, and small | 
violations of law are overlooked, and the | 


real object of the State im erecting and 
svpporting her charities—the ameliora- 
tion of the unfortunate, is forgotten. 

Every man, at all familiar with the mode 
of proceeding and the facts attending these 
visitations of legisiative committees, will, 
at once, recognize the truth of what is 
here said in respect to the results of their 
action. : 

In no other State, where proper atten- 
tion is given to public charities, is this the 
case. The parties in charge of these char- 
ities are required, in good faith, to use the 
funds intrusted to them for the purposes 
for which they are bestowed, The man- | 
agers of asylums, who may be forbidden by 


law to make contracts for supplies, are not 
permitted through friends or connections 
to evade the law and violate its spirit, 


and thereby enrich themselves at the ex- 
pense of the unfortunate beings who are 
the objects of the charity of the State 
Neither are the funds appropriated for the 
crazed, the blind, the deaf, the dumb, or 
other afflicted classes, allowed to be wasted 
or lavished upon particular families, 
cliques or combinations ot individuals. 

In such States the money given by the 
State for charity goes to charitable pur- 
poses. Men, fit and suitable, disinter- 
ested and benevolent men, are appointed 
to supervise and look after the disburse 
ment and proper application of the money 
which 1 bestowed for the benefit of. the 
unfortunate. It is made their duty, and it 
is within their power, to compel a full and 
complete account of the expenditure of 
every dollar of money thus given. To the 
persons thus appointed the managers and 
all others having charge of the State insti- 
tutions must give am account of their stew- 
ardship. And by this mode the object of 
the State in providing for the unfortunate 
of its people is secured. 

We congratulate our people upon the 
prospect of an improvement so much 
needed as that contemplated by Mr. 
White’s bill. We are not familiar with 
its details, but if its provisions are at all in 
harmony with similar enactments in other 
States, as its title would seem to indicate, 
then, we say, that if Mr. White shall suc- 
ceed in procuring its passage, he will have 
earned for himself the reputation of a pub- 
lic benefactor, and the Legislature which 
enacts the law will receive the gratitude of 
the poor unfortunates who are and should 
be the objects of the State’s bounty; but 
who, by mere inattention, are deprived, to 
a great extent, of the donations intended 
for their benefit. 

Let the Legislature intrust the appoint- 
ment of these visitors to our Governor, 
whose sympathy is with the classes al- 
luded to, and, our word for it, the work 
will be well done. And, as a matter of 
economy, we predict that the State will 
gave enough, besides the expense of the 
board, to erect, every five years, a new 
asylum.

CONFESSION OF SAMUEL B. ARNOLD, MADE 
APRIL 18, 1865. 

To Whom it may Concern: Know that I, 
Samuel B. Arnold, about the latter part of 
August or first rt of September, 1564, was 
sent for by J. Wilkes Booth, who was a guest 
at Barnum’s Hotel, in the city of Baltimore, 
Md., to call tosee him.

We have published from time to time in these 
columns quite a number of articles upon the sub- 
ject of specie payments.

The following, which we find in the New York 
Journal of (Commerce of the 19th ,is trom the pen 
of a prominent bank president of that city, aad 
ealla attention to the fact that any action by 
which the greenbacks would be redeemed in coin 
would not be a resumption of Specie payments, 
as there never wagatime since their issue when 
they were convertible tnto coin. This ts true, 
and we do not remember to have seen it stated 
before. 

The remainder of the argument applies tothe 
difference between a paper currency i-sued by 
a bank, which, if the Institution is well managed, 
represenie a debt duc the bank and payable in a 
few davs, and a paper promise issned by the 
Treasury which represents money received and 
spent beyond recall. This has often been reiter- 
ated, but it ts lost sight of dally by those who are 
urging the “On to Richmond” theory of offering 
to pay gold for Icgal-tenidlers withcut tlaving the 
gold. The writer savs: 

The subject of specie payments is growing 
stale, but there isa point in the matter that has 
not properly been noticed; that is, that itis gen- 
erally talked ~ asa aoa whe whereas for the 
Government t sci for the greenbacks, 
would be the iniatiation of redemption for them, 
and not arcsumption of it. 

The Government did not is-ue those notes until 
it had paid out all the specie it had, with all thar 
it could borrow from the banks.

We have published from time to time in these 
columns quite a number of articles upon the sub- 
ject of specie payments. Some of them contained 
valuable information and siigyestions, whieh have 
been of little value aside from showing pow coim- 
pletely befogged the writers were. 

The followiny, which we find in the New York 
Journal of Commerce of the 19th ,is trom the pen 
of a prominent benk president of that city, aa’ 
ealls attention to the fact that any action by 
which the greenbacks would be redeemed in coin 
would not be a resumption of Specie payments, 
as there never Wagatime since their issue when 
they were coovertible into coin.
